a RON PANTON. W6VG. 
S by Terry Finn AF6TF 


How many radio shacks have you been in that 
are also equipped with a concert grand piano and a complete music arrang- 
ing and recording studio? None, I thought so. Because it was the first ham 
shack that I have ever visited that was so equipped. Needless to say, I was 
rather impressed when I had the opportunity recently to visit with our 
PAARA member, Ron Panton, W6VG and his very gracious wife, Helga, 
at their estate in Menlo Park 
(many times location of 
PAARA Picnic). 

The first indication that I 
had that this was a unique 
home was when my GPS unit 
in my car could not specifi- 
cally pin point the actual ad- 
dress that I had for Ron. I 
ultimately located his house 
based on observing the two 
towers located in different 
positions in the large rear area 
of their huge property. Upon 
closer inspection I was able to 
identify a dipole, two-meter 
antenna and a TH-6 beam. 

As you may recall, Ron, 
W6VG was recently awarded 
the life member status at a 
PAARA meeting and was 
presented with that special 
designation by Gerry 
Tucker, N6NV. Ron is a 
really interesting guy and we 
enjoyed a lengthy visit in his 
back porch area where he was F 
able to keep cool and talk 
about some of his life’s ad- 
ventures. 

Ron Panton, W6VG, was 
born in Novato, CA, on Feb- 
tuary 8, 1915. 

That makes him 88 years old. He has been a ham for 74 years!! Ron had 
two sisters and one brother, all younger than himself. His father was a car- 
penter and homebuilder who ultimately moved the family from Novato to 
Alameda in 1929. Ron attended and graduated from the Alameda High 
School in 1932. However, he was able to take music lessons during his 
teenage years and became proficient on the trumpet and piano. His trumpet 
teacher was W6EEQ (SK) who was able to interest Ron in electronics, 
radio communication and joining the CA National Guard while he was still 
in High School. 

Ron attended the Central Trade School while he was still in high school 
and qualified for his commercial telegraph license and his first amateur 
radio license which was issued in 1929 as W6CBE. Ron really wanted to 
go to sea as a radio operator because it offered adventure and paid fairly 
well, however his mother would have nothing to do with that idea. In those 
days, the “Alaska Packers” were vessels that sailed from Alameda to 
Alaska in the summer time to provide supplies to that part of the World. 

Those ships were partial power and partial sail vessels and were manned 
by all sorts of characters of ill repute. 

As a result, Ron used his extensive musical talent and skills to become a 
professional musician in the big band orchestras of the time. One must 
remember that the San Francisco area was considered a huge west coast 
port and as such had all sorts of entertainment available for the masses. 
Ron played the trumpet and was an experienced orchestrator who arranged

the music that was played by the big band or orchestra at a particular loca- 
tion. Ron became a regular with the “Freddy Nagel Orchestra”, a big band 
with 12 or 14 musicians. They played in the upper crust entertainment 
places like the Saint Francis Hotel in San Francisco. They later moved to 
the well-known “Del Monte Hotel” in Monterey. Ron can remember ar- 
ranging a song called “There ain’t going to be no war”, and having the 
band play it on the day that the Germans invaded Poland in 1939. He still 
feels embarrassed about that incident. Ron was making $35. Per week with 
full room and board and that was considered pretty good money in those 
days. The orchestra later moved to Salt Lake City and Ron was surprised 
when his girlfriend from Monterey followed him!! He married Jean 
Hollingsworth in Salt Lake City and they had a son by the name of 
Mitchell Panton who is now a successful Podiatrist in Folsom, CA. 

When the “Freddy Nagel Orchestra” decided to move to Chicago, Ron 
& Jean moved back to the bay area and lived near her father’s home in 
Monterey. He was a Dentist 
and allowed them to live 
above his office. About the 
same time, W6BB (SK) ad- 
vised Ron of a job opening 
with United Airlines at their 
radio operations center in Oak- 
land. Ron took the position 
and was soon promoted to 
Station attendant and trans- 
{ferred to Monterey. The new 

job was much like being the 
station manager, baggage 
loader, aircraft fueler, ticket 
4 agent, etc, all rolled up in one. 
4 Ron really enjoyed the excite- 
{ment and adventure. Unfortu- 
nately, his marriage failed. 
United Airlines closed the 
Monterey station and moved it 
over to the Salinas airport be- 
cause they were concerned

While 
working Omer Wright, W6EFR, 
(SK) he learned of an avail- 
able radio engineer position at KDON in Monterey. This was an AM and 
FM commercial station with a transmitter and antenna on Mount Baldy at 
the 4000 foot level with a 220-foot tower. Ron took the job and ultimately 
installed a ‘sterba curtain’s’ antenna system up on the mountain with one 
side aimed at South America and the other at Europe. He also installed a V 
beam antenna with 500-foot legs of wire pointed towards Australia. 

In 1949, Ron moved to San Francisco and took a job with KCBS as 
their radio engineer for several years. He can recall the Joe McCarthy 
communist hearings as they were considered big news at that time. KCBS 
played music in those days; they were not just a news station. One evening 


after work, Ron went with the KCBS music record librarian to the San

Francisco Opera House to listen to a concert. He met a charming young 
woman, who was much younger than him, and was smitten by the love 
bug. He married Helga on September 7, 1952. They were able to find their 
property in Menlo Park through the services of a real estate lady who was 
the wife of W6UH in 1957. They purchased it for the outrageous sum of 
$19,500.

his active ham days and some of those folks are still considered very close. 


big band days; Al Lotze, W6GQA who later became W6RQ (see *note 
on W6RQ. (SK); Nubar Tashjian, K6KVX; and Bud Bain, W6WB who 
has been a ham longer than Ron!! Ron is still an active DXer and checks in 
on various weekly skeds. 

For a short time, Ron left KCBS and worked for ‘Webster’s Antenna’s’ 
in Mill Valley. They were famous for the ‘band spanner’ and made other 


types of antennas for Raytheon, RCA, ete, simply putting different names 
on the product labels. He later returned to KCBS and in 1956 he took a job 
with SRI (Stanford Research Institute). Helga can still recall the day that 
Ron came home from work and announced that he had just quit his job at 
KCBS. It is amazing what triggers our memory. Ron worked at SRI as a 
senior electronics technician until he retired in February 1980 at 65 years 
of age. 

Ron and Helga were the proud parents of a daughter, Siri, in September 


1955, and a son, Neil in January 1957. Tragedy struck their family in July 


2001 when Siri was critically injured in a horrible automobile crash near 


For example, N6TYU Peter Wolford, who was a piano tuner during Ron’s 


Santa Cruz. Siri stayed alive in a 
vegetative state until May 12, 
2003. Ron and Helga have been 
emotionally devastated as a re- 
sult of their loss. I know that 
they have many friends, family 
members, ham radio voices and 
the members of PAARA who 
support them and wish them 
condolences. We are all so sorry 
for your loss. 

Neil Panton followed in his 
father’s footsteps and is a classical musician; writes music; tunes pianos, 
plays in a band and is instrumental in providing music for various TV & 
movie documentaries. He lives in the bay area with his attorney significant 
other. 

While Ron was working at SRI, he had the opportunity to help build the 
large dish antenna located at the Stanford University site. He assisted in 
the actual wiring of the mesh portion of the antenna. He also spent consid- 
erable time serving on the secret research vessel, ‘Acania’, which traveled 
to such places as south of Easter Island on projects. He also visited Guam, 
Peru, Alaska, Japan & Scotland. 


Ron earned his extra class license in 1960 and was issued W6VG. He 
joined PAARA in 1957 and can recall that the President of the club at that 
time was a blind man who made CW training records. This person also had 
a personal agenda involving the ARRL at the time, so Ron quit the club 
temporarily due to their political differences. However, he was back soon 
and became very active in DX circles. So much so, that today he is still the 
Secretary of the Northern California DX Club and has been for about 
twenty years. He has won the coveted DXer of the Year Award and has 
confirmed 220 countries. He currently uses a Kenwood 830 and Kenwood 
430 and his favorite band is still 15 meters CW. 

The most fascinating part of Ron, W6VG is his remarkable ability to 
make music. He can actually compose new music with the use of his com- 
puter, grand piano and electronic piano. He arranges the scores, plays the 
music and provides printed sheet music of his work. It is absolutely in- 
credible. Ron is clearly an accomplished piano and trumpet player. He has 
used his knowledge of computers to arrange, create and produce his own 
music and play other works. 

This member of PAARA is really an interesting person. You must make 
a point of speaking with him at a PAARA meeting. What an incredible 
journey of life Ron has had to date. Ron, we commend you and we are 
glad that you are one of the PAARA active members.
